The Rush County Retail Merchants Association, 
now an arm at the Rush County Chamber of Com­ 
m erce. has taken a step which would beautify the 
downtown area. 
There is grass growing from cracks in the sidewalk, 
broken 
curbs,

pedestrain problem, and other problems that have 
not made downtown Rushville one of the most 
beautiful spots in Indiana. 
The m erchants have taken the right step They plan 
to beautify the area to help themselves, and they have 
already taken steps to get the job completed. 
Probably the item of most concern in the project is 
the cost, and while an exact figure has not yet been 
found, it does appear that it will not cost much money 
to get it completed There could be many ways to 
finance it. 
Hon Gyure, a member of Congressman Phil 
Sharp'! office, traveled to Lebanon. Ohio, with the 
m erchants three weeks ago, and he cam e back with 
very concrete ideas. He was impressed with the 
capital improvements of the Ohio City, and was in­ 
terested in helping the local m erchants find a solution 
to their problem 
Congressman Sharp, along with hts staff, began 
working on the project, seeking a possible funding 
avenue for the work through federal money Revenue 
Sharing 
was 
mentioned 
by

Congressman, but revenue sharing funds in Rushville 
have already been allocated in the city budget 
A second possibility for funding, according to 
Sftarp. is the Public Works and Development 
Facilities Grant Program administered by 
the 
Economic Development Administration The grants 
from this program are intended to improve the 
prospects for attracting new business to the com­ 
munity. to help create employment opportunities, 
and to positively affect low income families The 
grant from this avenue, if received, could fund as 
much as SO per cent of the total project cost. 
Sharp recommended 
the 
Public 
Works 
Em ­ 
ployment Act. stating that the st rec (scape project 
may be an eligible activity, provided the project can 
be started within 90 days. 
Sharp also recommended community development 
grants from the U S Department of Housing and 
Urban Development The city would be required to 
make application for the funds, according to the 
community population The agency • decisions are 
based soley on the community need 
Whatever the manner is which the project is fun 
ded. it is a good idea The downtown m erchants are 
united in their effort, and the only problem that could 
occur would be lack of action There has been no lack 
of action, however, as there were two meetings last 
week and two more meetings scheduled for this 
week All avenues of funding are being considered, 
and undoubtedly the best manner will be chosen The 
m erchants should be commended, they are helping

LL ATTO 
insurance man (iud (tool of Milroy liken lo 
tell tales about a shirttail relative named 
Norman Selby Rom in Moscow , Indiana on 
October IS. ICTS Selby grew up to be Kid 
McCoy, one of the most flamboyant prize 
lighters ever to hit the American scene 
Besides being an accomplished tighter, the 
Kid also has a short but successful career in 
silent films, opera'ed a famous Broadway 
restaurant which was a gathering place for 
theatrical figures and film making pioneers
